It  can  be  said  without  fear  of 
; contradiction  that  the  basketball 
j season  just  completed  at  Brig- 
I ham  Young  University  was  def- 
: initely  one  for  the  books.  And 
that’s  where  Stan  Watts  intends 
to  leave  it,  in  the  record  books, 
after  a rugged  winter  campaign 
that  had  more  twists,  turns  and 
bumps  than  a mountain  road. 

Coach  Watts  has  finished  his 
ninth  year  with  the  feline  five 
and  has  never  lost  more  games 
than  he  has  won  in  any  season.. 
at  the  BYU  helm.  But  his  13-13' 
record  in  1958  is  about  the  clos- 
est the  Y Roundman  has  come 
to  a losing  season. 

High  point  of  the  season,  in  the 
eyes  of  BYU  fans,  at  least,  was , 
the  Cougars’  mid-season  hot ; 
streak  that  saw  them  win  eight 
straight.  After  compiling  a 3-9 
mark  in  the  first  part  of  the  cam- ! 
paign,  they  came  roaring  back  to 
take  the  Skyline  lead'. 

Besides  beating  every  Skyline] 
opponent  at  least  once,  the  Cats ; 
scored  victories  over  Washington, 
Portland,  Loyola  and  Montana 
State.  Individually  the  show  was 
all  John  Nicoll,  6-4,  junior  for- 
ward from  Mesa,  Ariz.  Nicoll,  a 
unanimous  choice  on  nearly  ev- 
eryone’s all-conference  team,  led 
the  Catamounts  in  every  depart- 
ment, tied  or  bettered  all  but  one 
of  the  records  held  by  BYU  play- 
ers in  Smith  fieldhouse. 

Nicoll  Breaks  Record 
His  34  points  against  New  Mex- 
ico set  a fieldhouse  record  for  a 
Cougar  player,  as  did  his  36  field 
goal  attempts  in  the  same  game. 
He  tied  the  most  field  goals  made: 
14,  held  by  Tom  Steinke,  and  .his 
20  free  throw  attempts  against 
Utah  was  another  new  high. 

In  six  different  contests  he  scor- 
ed 27  or  more  points  in  a single 
game,  and  his  average  for  the 
season,  after  an  unsure  start, 
climbed  to  17.8  points  a game.  He 
also  took  possession  of  307  re- 
bounds during  the  season  for  a 
mean  of  just  under  12  rebounds  a 
game. 

Thus  the  hard-working  Ariz- 
ona lad  joins  some  of  the  BYU’s 
foremost  cage  stare.  His  re- 
bounding ranks  'him  along  side 
Mel  Hutchins,  John  Benson, 
Hersche!  Pedersen.  His  average 
of  11.8  rebounds  in  a game  is 


third  best  on  record  at  Cou- 
garville,  and  that  takes  in  some 
great  rebounders  from  the  BYU 
ranks. 

Nicoll  also  finished  eighth  in 
all-time  scoring  for  one  season, 
tanking  463  points  in  26  games. 
And  his  scoring  average  places 
him  among  the  top  four  in  Cou- 
gar history.
